After Striking Another Car, Big Motor 


Tore Away Guard Rail and Plunged 
Down Fifty-eight F eet/ 
\ 


Nine youths threw their lives away 
in Philadelphia as the result of joy 
riding and a wild race between two 
big automobiles, when the machine in 
which the victims were riding tore 
away tfie railing of a bridge and the 
machine hutrled over the embank­ 
ment, falling fifty-eight feet into a coal 
pocket. 


The accident which robbed the nine 
youths of their lives 
occurred 
on 
Thirty-third street, near Master, the 
car in which the men were occupants 
tumbling over the bridge which car­ 
ries Thirty-third street crver the Penn- 
aylvania railroad at that point. 


Tlie machine turned turtle while 
hurtling through the air, panning the 
victims in the debris and killing seven 
of them almost instantly, another dy­ 
ing at the German hospital, and the 
ninth on the way there. 


The dead are: Robert A. Boyd, Gor­ 
don H. Miller, William H. Lawrence, 
Edgar 
Shaw, 
Leon 
Nevin, 
Daniel 
Wilkes, Jesse Holmes, Ernest Scho­ 
field and Robert Geisel.

James Shaw, a lumber merchant, of 
1310 Morris street. 


After spinning around to several of 
the Riverside drive resorts, the nine 
men started for the Shaw garage. On 
Thirty-third street another car came 
tearing along, and challenged the oc­ 
cupants of the Shaw automobile to a 
race. 


Up to this 
point the details are 
clouded in conjecture, but an eye­ 
witness to the accident comes forth 
in the person of Sharles I. Spayd to 
tell the story of the collision and 
death. 


Spayd saw the two 
cars 
tearing 
along with the speed clutches thrown 
to the limit. 
He had driven his car 
through the park, and had turned 
north on Thirty-third street. The car 
in which were the nine men was 
slightly in the rear of the other car 
when Spayd spied the racers. 


As the two 
machines reached a 
point near Master street the youth at 
the wheel of the rear machine tried 
to pass the other car. 


Both cars were speeding at their 
highest rate of speed. 
Young Shaw, 
who presumably was the chauffeur, 
made no attempt to bring hie car 
down in speed, but shot around from 
the rear, maintaining the same high 
rate of speed. 


Head on the Shaw machine side- 
swiped the Spayd car. 
The former 
■truck the rear wheel and back of the 
Spayd car and then bumped away and 
headed straight for the rail of the 
bridge. 


The* man at the wheel of the Shaw 
car seemed to have lost control of his 
machine. The car jumped and leaped 
along as if it were running without 
control. 
As the car swung a little 
further on its course it came up into 
the air and struck the rail. 


This iron barrier was torn away as 
if It were a pipe stem, the car and 
its occupants going over the embank 
ment. 


The men were so tightly crowded 
into the seats that none had tried to 
jump from the car. As the crashing of 
the car against the railing told the 
story the car plunged forward and was 
enveloped in darkness. 


Ten Children Die In Fire. 


The ten children, ranging in age 
from eighteen months to fifteen year», 
of Alexander Gravel, of St. Bernard, 
Quebec, were burned to death. 


Gravel and his wife left tjieir home 
early in the evening. Upon returning 
they found it in ñames, They were un­ 
able to aid the children, whose death» 
jthey witnessed. 


Convict« Lynch Negro In Prison. 
Convicts at the Wyoming state pent» 
tentiary at Rawlins, lynched Frank 
Wigfall, a negro, and former convict, 
who was put in the state institution 
tor safe keeping. 


Wigfall was arrested on a charge of 
attacking Mrs, Esther HigginB, aged 
seventy-eight, last Sunday. 


Wigfall was*placed in a cell on the 
third 
floor. 
As the other convicts 
passed the cell on their way to break­ 
fast the negro laughed and boasted 
about his deed, This incensed the pris­ 
oners. 


After breakfast, with 150 convicts 
in the prison yard, about half of them 
started for the ceil house. They over­ 
powered the keeper, who was taking 
the negro to another cell, and locked 
him in a cell. 


One of the convicts 
produced a 
rope. A half hitch was placed around 
the negro's neck and he was dropped 
from the cell house balcony, a dis-/ 
tance of thirty feet. Wigfall’s neck 
was broken. The lynchers then return­ 
ed to work. 


“The first man that squeals is the

ing to a statement credited to the 
warden, Mr. Alston.

HE 
CREATES A SENSATION 


Edward Clark, Whose Activities Were 
Directed Towards Promoting Explo­ 
sions, Weakens. 


Edward 
Clark, 
former 
business 
agent of the Iron Workers’ union at 
Cincinnati, changed his plea from not 
guilty to guilty at the opening of the 
federal dynamite conspiracy trial in 
Indianapolis. 


It was predicted that others of the 
defendants would follow Clark’s exam 
pie, and that many of the forty-six de 
fendants left would join a stampede 
to throw themselves upon the mercy 
of the court. 


As soon as court opened District 
Attorney Charles W. Miller addressed 
Federal Judge A. B. Anderson. 


"If it please the court, the defend­ 
ant, Clark, of Cincinnati, wisheB to 
change his plea from 'not guilty* to 
‘guilty.* ” 


Clark then stepped forward. 
“Do you plead guilty?” asked Judge 
Anderson. 


“I plead guilty,” said Clark. 
The prisoner was then separated 
from the other forty-five defendants 
and taken to jail to await the impos­ 
ing of his sentence. 
Clark 
pleaded 
guilty to all the charges—five counts 
of conspiracy and fifty counts of be­ 
ing a principal to the actual illegal 
interstate shipment of dynamite and 
nitro-glycerin. 


Clark was business agent and presi­ 
dent of local union No. 44, of the In­ 
ternational Union of Bridge and Struc­ 
tural Iron Workers 
from January, 
1908, to July, 1911. His activity in pro­ 
moting explosions, Mr, Miller asserted, 
were carried on through letters writ­ 
ten by Frank M. Ryan, president of 
the union, and the McNamaras. 


An ivory-handled umbrella bearing 
the 
initials “E. C.,” found 
in 
the 
wreckage of a dynamited briJ,; * at 
Dayton, Ohio, Mr. Miller said, led to 
the disclosure that Clark actually had 
caused the explosion, having m,cd the 
umbrella to protect the dynamne from 
the rain and then leaving it behind. 


Clark also was charged with carry­ 
ing out plots against employers of 
non-union labor. 
In connection with 
a scheme to blow up the Harrison ave­ 
nue viaduct at Cincinnati, Mr. Miller 
alleged, Clark 
wrote 
to Ryan: “It 
would be dangerous for me to buy ex 
plosives down here. 
You had better 
send a stranger. 
I have gotten one 
man out of a lot of trouble already. 3 
am afraid I can’t do much more, foi 
the police judge said, ‘For God’s sake 
don’t bring this bunch 
before 
me 
again, or I’ll have to do something.’ ” 
Herbert S. Hockin, actjng secretary 
treasurer of the union, was charged 
by Mr. Miller with “double dealing’ 
with Clark. 


“The executive board of the Iron 
W orkers’ union agreed upon a fixed 
price of $2i>0 
‘i* each job,” said Mr. 
Miller tu : •' ¿ury. 
“For the blowing 
up of a bridge over the Miami rivei 
at Dayton, May 3, 1308, Hockin paiJ 
Clark only $122.50, thus holding out 
part of the fee." 


Pointing toward Eugene A. Clancy 
and Olaf A. Tvietmoe, of San Fran 
cisco, Mr. Miller said it would be 
shown that they helped in promoting 
the Los Angeles Times disaster, and 
that “Jack'’ Bright, known as J. E 
Munsey, for two weeks after the ex 
plosion harbored J. B. McNamara at 
Salt Lake City, Utah.

Few ornaments worn by the 
In­ 
dians are purely decorative, as we are 
tccustomed to believe. 
Almost every 
fantastic part of the “Brave’s”, garb, 
pays the Boston Herald, was symbolic, 
and as such it was honored by the on. 
looker and esteemed by the proud pos- 
Bessor. 
Such was true especially of 
the feathered headgear known as the 
war bonnet. This ornament stood for 
the social relation, 
the 
Interdepend­ 
ence, and was not directly connected 
with the supernatural, as were 
so 
many of the Indian’s symbols. 


With the Omahas, the materials re­ 
quired to make the bonnet were gath* 
ered by the man who wished to pos* 
Bess it, but Its manufacture depended 
on the assistance of many persons. A 
sort of skull cap was made of dressed 
deerskin, with a flap hanging behind; 
& border of folded skin about the edge 
formed the foundation for the crown 
of golden eagle feathers, which were 
fastened so as to stand upright about 
the wearer’s head. Each one of these 
feathers stood for a man; the tip of 
hair fastened to 
the 
feathers 
and 
painted red represented 
the 
man’s 
scalplock. .Before a feather could be 
fastened o m th e bonnet a man must 
count his honors which entitled him 
to wear the feather, and enabled him 
to prepare the feather 
for use 
in 
decorating the war bonnet. 


When a warrior counted his hon­ 
ors, he held up the feather which was 
to represent them, saying: 
‘‘In such a 
battle I did this,” etc. 
At the con­ 
clusion of the recital the feather was 
! handed to the man who was manufac- 
• turing the war bonnet, who then put 
, the feather in its proper place. 
As 
1 many of these bonnets contained 50 
or more feathers, and as each feather 
must have an honor counted upon it, 
and no honor could be counted twice, 
the manufacturer of a bonnet required 
several helpers and the task took con­ 
siderable time—often 
several 
days. 
Strips of ermine, 
arranged 
to 
fall 
over the ears and cheeks, were fast­ 
ened to the bonnet. 
The ermine rep- 
recented alertness and skill in evad­ 
ing pursuit. 
A bird or some other 
symbolic object could be fastened on 
I the crown of the skull cap. 
This ob- 
| ject was generally some feature of the 
man’s vision through which, 
he 
be­ 
lieved he received supernatural aid 
in the time of need. 
Sometimes the 
flap wfas embroidered with porcupine 
work or painted with 
symbolic 
de« 
signs. 
Songs were sung during the 
making of the bonnet. 


Before the advent 
of 
the 
horse 
among the Indian tribes the flap oi 
the bonnet did not extend below the 
waist, 
thus 
avoiding 
interference 
while walking or the wearing of other 
ornaments; but after the horses be­ 
came plentiful the flap was extended 
to a man’s feet when standing; when ' 
the man was mounted it lay on the 
back of his horse. 
In former times a 
man could not deck his leggings or 
shirt with a fringe of hair except by 
consent of the warriors. 
Honors had 
to be counted on the strands of hair 
as on the feathers used in making the 
war bonnet, therefore each lock 
or 
tuft of the fringe stood for a war hon­ 
or, and no honor could 
be 
counted 
twice. 
It was this custom that made 
garments of this character so highly 
valued. 
The hair for the fringe was 
generally furnished by the man’s fe-. 
male relatives. 
Each of the locks 
forming the fringe wa» usually sewed 
In a heading of skin, frequently orna­ 
mented with quill work.

Three Killed In Explosion on Warship. 


The most serious accident aboard 
any of the naval ships at Newport, R. 
I., in a long while occurred on board 
the destroyer Walke, with the blowing 
out of the steam chest on the port tur­ 
bine. 


The accident resulted in the death 
9f one officer, Lieutenant Donald P. 
Morrison, engineer officer of the boat; 
two enlisted men, and the injuring 
of six other men, including one officer, 
Lieutenant R. L. Montgomery, who 
was acting as one of the umpires on 
board the Walke. 


The accident occurred just as tho 
Walke was about to start on a full 
speed steaming trial The board, ac­ 
companied by a number of the other 
destroyers, left Narragansett bay to 
make the test. All had full steam up, 
and when off the light ship at Bren- 
ton’s reef the signal was given for the 
test to start. 


Just as the signal was given there 
was a loud report from the engine 
room of the Walke, followed by a 
cloud of escaping steam and the cries 
and groans of the men who had been 
caught in the room.

This information has been 
received by the United States bureau 
of education from E. M. Shackelford, 
principal of the state normal school 
at Troy, Pike county, Alabama, who 
ig at the head of the movement.

Shackelford writes: 


"In my opinion, the exodus of the 
younger generation from the country 
to the town is at present the most 
serious menace to our general welfare. 
Good roads, motor cars, the telephone 
and rural mall delivery are improving 
rural conditions greatly, but rural so­ 
cial life does not yet afford the op­ 
portunities for the commerce of ideas 
that an active, reading, thinking pub­ 
lic demands. 
Hence the tendency to 
congregate in the centers of popula­ 
tion, and hence this effort of ours to 
afford a

social 
opportunities 
through a course of free entertain­ 
ments.”

in Conspiracy. 


After Striking Another Car, Big Motor 


Tore Away Guard Rail and Plunged 
Down Fifty-eight Feet/ 
Nine youths threw their lives away 
In Philadelphia as the result of joy 
riding and a wild race between two 
big automobiles, when the machine in 
which the victims were riding tore 
away tûe railing of a bridge and the 
machine 
hutrled 
over 
the 
embank- 
ment. falling fifty-eight feet into a coal 
pocket. 


The accident which robbed the nine 
youths of their lives 
occurred 
on 
Thirty-third street, near Master» the 
car in which the mon were occupants 
tumbling over the bridge which car- 
ries Thirty-third street orver the Ponn- 
•ylvania railroad at that point. 


The 
machine 
turned 
turtle 
while 
hurtling through the air, ginning the 
victims in the debris and killing seven 
of them almost instantly, another dy- 
ing at the German hospital, and the 
ninth on the way there. 


The dead are; Robert A. Boyd, Gor- 
don H. Miller, William H. Lawrence, 
Edgar 
Shaw, 
Leon 
Nevin, 
Daniel 
Wilkes, Jesse Holmes, Ernest 
Scho- 
field and Robert Geisel. 


The 
automobile 
was 
owned 
by 
James Shaw, a lumber merchant, of 
1310 Morris street. 


After spinning around to several of 
the Riverside drive resorts, the nine 
men started for the Shaw garage. On 
Thirty-third street another car came 
tearing along, and challenged the oc- 
cupants of the Shaw automobile to a 
race. 


Up to this 
point the details 
are 
clouded 
in conjecture, but an 
eye- 
witness to the accident comes forth 
in the person of Sharles I. Spayd to 
tell the story of the collision 
and 
death, 


SpayÄ saw the two 
cars 
tearing 
along with the speed clutches thrown 
to the limit. 
He had driven his car 
through 
the park, and 
had 
turned 
north on Thirty-third street. The car 
In which 
were the 
nine men 
was 
slightly In the rear of the other car 
when Spayd spied the racers. 


As the two 
machines reached 
a 
point near Master street the youth at 
the wheel of the rear machine tried 
to pass the other car. 


Both cars were speeding at their 
highest rate of speed. 
Young Shaw, 
who presumably 
was the chauffeur, 
made no attempt to bring hiß car 
down in speed, but shot around from 
the rear, maintaining the same high 
rate of speed. 


Head on the Shaw machine side- 
swiped the Spayd car. 
The former 
•truck the rear wheel and back of the 
Spayd car and then bumped away and 
headed straight for the rail of 
the 
bridge. 


The' man at the wheel of the Shaw 
car seemed to have lost control of his 
machine. 
The car jumped and leaped 
along as If It were running without 
control. 
As the car swung a little 
further on Its course it came up into 
the air and struck the rail. 


This iron barrier was torn away as 
If It were a pipe stem, the car and 
its occupants going over the embank 
ment. 


The men were so tightly crowded 
into the seats that none had tried to 
Jump from the car. As the crashing of 
the car against the raUing told the 
story the car plunged forward and was 
enveloped In darkness.

Convicts at the Wyoming state peni- 
tentiary 
at Rawlins, lynched 
Frank 
Wlgfall, a negro, and former convict, 
who was put in the state institution 
tor safe keeping. 


WIgfall was arrested on a charge of 
attacking Mrs. Esther Higglns, agtd 
seventy-eight, last Sunday. 


WIgfall was*placed In a cell on the 
third 
floor. 
As the other 
convicts 
passed the cell on their way to break- 
fast the negro laughed and 
boasted 
about his deed. This Incensed the pris- 
oners. 


After breakfast, with 150 convicts 
In the prison yard, about half of them 
started for the cell house. They over- 
powered the keeper, who was taking 
the negro to another cell, and locked 
him in a cell. 


One of the convicts 
produced a 
rope. 
A half hitch was placed around 
the negro's neck and he was dropped 
from the cell house balcony, a dis- 
tance of thirty feet. Wigfall's neck 
was broken. The lynchers then return- 
ed to work.

sions, Weakens. 


Edward 
Clark, 
former 
business 
agent of the Iron Workers' union at 
Cincinnati, changed his plea from not 
Ruilty to guilty at the opening of the 
{ederal dynamite conspiracy trial in 
Indianapolis. 


It was predicted that others of the 
defendants would follow Clark's exam- 
ple, and that many of the forty-six de- 
fendants left would join a stampede 
to throw themselves upon the mercy 
of the court. 


As soon as court 
opened 
District 
Attorney Charles W. Miller addressed 
Federal Judge A. B. Anderson. 


••If it please the court, the defend- 
ant. Clark, of Cincinnati, wishes to 
change his plea from 'not guilty' to 
•guilty.'" 
Clark then stepped forward. 
"Do you plead guilty?" asked Judge 
Anderson. 


"I plead guilty," said Clark. 
The prisoner was then 
separated 
from the other forty-five defendants 
and taken to jail to await the Impos- 
ing of his sentence. 
Clark 
pleaded 
guilty to all the charges—five counts 
of conspiracy and fifty counts of be- 
ing a principal to the actual illegal 
interstate shipment of dynamite and 
nitro-glycerln. 


Clark was business agent and presi- 
dent of local union No. 44, of the In- 
ternational Union of Bridge and Struc- 
tural 
Iron 
Workers 
from 
January. 
190S, to July, 1911. His activity In pro- 
moting explosions. Mr. Miller asserted, 
were carried on through letters writ- 
ten by Prank M. Ryan, president of 
the union, and the McNamaras. 


An ivory-handled umbrella bearing 
the 
initials "E. C.," found 
in 
the 
wreckage of 
a dynamited 
briJ,; • at 
Dayton. Ohio, Mr. Miller said, led to 
the disclosure that Clark actually bad 
caused the explosion, having ULod the 
umbrella to protect the dynamue from 
the rain and then leaving it behind. 


Clark also was charged with carry- 
ing out plots against employers 
oí 
non-union labor. 
In connection with 
a scheme to blow up the Harrison ave- 
nue viaduct at Cincinnau, Mr. Miller 
alleged, Clark 
wrote 
to 
Ryan: *'It 
would be dangerous for me to buy ex- 
plosives down here. 
You had better 
send a stranger. 
I have gotten one 
man out of a lot of trouble already. 1 
am afraid I can't do much more, foi 
the police judge said, 'For God's sake 
don't bring this bunch 
before 
me 
again, or I'll have to do something.' " 
Herbert S. Hockin, actjng secretary 
"treasurer of the union, was charged 
by Mr. Miller with "double dealing' 
with Clark. 


"The executive board of the Iron 
Workers' union agreed upon a fixed 
price of 
'i* each job," said Mr. 


Miller tu : Í ]ui>. 
"For the blowing 
up of a bridge over the Miami rivei 
at Dayton, May 3, nOE, Hockin pal J 
Clark only $122.50, thus holding out 
part of the fee." 


Pointing toward Eugene A. Clanc> 
and Olaf A, Tvletmoe, of San Fran 
cisco, Mr. Miller said It would 
be 
shown that they helped In promoting 
the Los Angeles Times disaster, and 
that "Jack" Bright, known as J. E 
Munsey, for two weeks after the ex 
plosion harbored J. B. McNamara at 
Salt Lake City, Utah.

Few ornaments worn by the 
In- 
dians are purely decorative, as we are 
accustomed to believe. 
Almost every 
fantastic part of the "Brave's", garb, 
pays the Boston Herald, was symbolic, 
and as such It was honored by the on. 
looker and esteemed by the proud pos- 
Bessor. 
Such was true especially of 
the feathered headgear known as the 
war bonnet. 
This ornament stood for 
the social relation, 
the 
Interdepend* 
ence. and was not directly connected 
with the supernatural, as were 
so 
many of the Indian's symbols. 


"With the Omahas, the materials re- 
quired to make the bonnet were gath- 
ered by the man who wished to pos« 
eess it, but its manufacture depended 
on the assistance of many persons. A 
sort of skull cap was made of dressed 
deerskin, with a flap hanging behind; 
% border of folded skin about the edge 
formed the foundation for the crown 
of golden eagle feathers, which were 
fastened so as to stand upright about 
the wearer's head. 
Each one of these 
feathers stood for a man; the tip of 
hair fastened to 
tho 
feathers 
and 
painted red represented 
tho 
man's 
scalplock. .Before a feather could be 
fastened o m t h e bonnet a man must 
-count his honors which entitled him 
to wear the feather, and enabled him 
to prepare the feather 
for use 
In 
decorating the war bonnet. 


When a warrior counted his hon- 
ors, he held up the feather which was 
to represent them, saying: 
"In such a 
battle I did this," etc. 
At the con- 
clusion of the recital the feather was 
handed to the man who was manufac- 
turing the war bonnet, who then put 
the feather in its proper place. 
As 
many of these bonnets contained 50 
or more feathers, and as each feather 
must have an honor counted upon it, 
and no honor could be counted twice, 
the manufacturer of a bonnet required 
several helpers and the task took con- 
siderable time—often 
several 
days. 
Strips of ermine, 
arranged 
to 
fall 
over the ears and cheeks, were fast- 
ened to the bonnet. 
The ermine rep- 
recented alertness and skill in evad- 
ing pursuit. 
A bird or some other 
symbolic object could be fastened on 
the crown of the skull cap. 
This ob- 
ject was generally some feature of the 
man's vision through which 
he 
be- 
lieved he received supernatural 
aid 
In the time of need. 
Sometimes the 
fiap was embroidered with porcupine 
work or painted with 
symbolic 
de- 
signs. 
Songs were sung during the 
making of the bonnet. 


Before the advent 
of 
tho 
horse 
among the Indian tribes the flap of 
the bonnet did not extend below the 
waist, 
thus 
avoiding 
interference 
while walking or the wearing of other 
ornaments; but after the horses be- 
came plentiful the flap was extended 
to a man's feet when standing; when ' 
the man was mounted it lay on the 
back of his horse. 
In former times a 
man could not deck his leggings or 
shirt with a fringe of hair except by 
consent of the warriors. 
Honors had 
to be counted on the strands of hair 
as on the feathers used in making the 
war bonnet, therefore each lock 
or 
tuft of the fringe stood for a war hon- 
or, and no honor 
could 
be 
counted 
twice. 
It was this custom that made 
garments of this character so highly 
valued. 
The hair for the fringe was 
generally furnished by the man's fe-. 
male relatives. 
Each of the 
locks 
forming the fringe wat usually sewed 
In a heading of skin, frequently orna- 
mented with quill work. 
The reason 
for the passing of these ancient and 
honorable 
decorations 
is 
obvious, 
since Uncle Sam has so rigorously fo^ 
bidden war.
